On August 19, 1967, Chief of Police Kenneth 
Graham, Lincoln Heights, Ohio, Police Department, advised 
that the following five individuals were arrested by his 
department at appro:?Cimately 2:30 A.M., August 19, 1967, 
being charged with passing out literature and posting 



Chief Graham explained that the above individuals 
were arrested in connection with the above charge in the 
nearby vicinity of the Lincoln Heights High School. Chief 
Graham added that the posters and literature which were being 
distributed and passed in various locations around the high 
school advertized the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(NKKXK) , some of which issued invitations to join the NKKKK 
and, of course, additional literature promoted hate ideas 
betv/een the white and black races. Chief Graham explained 
that since the community of Lincoln Heights has a population 
which is 95 per cent Negro, this matter could quickly result 
into a very serious situation and this was the reason that 
the five arrested individuals were quickly turned over to 
Hamilton County authorities and removed from the Lincoln 
Heights Police Department.

Ohio, advised that the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Ohio, Inc.’s charter granted October 5, 1964, was revoked 
October 22, 1964, for the official reason that the Nattjnal 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan Organiy. at ion was on the U.S. 
Attorney General’s subversive list. | said the 

actual purpose for revocation of the cnarter was not because 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on the U.S. 
Attorney General’s subversive list, but because it was felt 
the existence of a state granted charter would encourage the 
Klan to make the claim it was "state sanctioned" and therefore 
entirely legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National
